No  alteration  dining  the  yeai".  The  Town  Nurse  attended  63  patients,  and  paid  a 
total  of  2043  visits. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Ortliopjedic  Clinic. — During  1937,  35  patients  from  the  Borough  attended  the  Clinic. 

Infantile  Welfare  Centre. — Sessions  during  year  22.  Attendances  957. 

There  is  no  Ante-Natal  Clinic  in  the  Borough.  Examination  of  expectant  mothers 
left  in  hands  of  certihed  midwives  and  local  practitioners. 

At  “ Ivv  House,”  a privatelv-owned  Maternity  Home,  arrangements  have  been  made 
bv  the  Countv  Council  for  admission  of  emergency  obstetric  cases  attended  by  Medical 
Officers  of  Public  Assistance  Committee. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  year  a State  Registered  Midwife  subsidised  by  the  Wilts 
County  Council  under  the  Midwives  Act  was  available  in  Devizes. 

Provision  of  Milk  for  Nursing  Mothers  obtained  through  Official  (County)  Health 
Visitors,  acting  on  their  own  observation  or  after  reports  sent  them  by  Voluntary  District 
Visitors. 

Hospitals. 

(1)  — Voluntary. — Devizes  and  District  Hospital 

510  patients  were  under  treatment  during  the  year,  of  which  221  patients  were 
admitted  from  the  Borough.  Over  567  out-patients  received  treatment. 

The  increased  accommodation  now  available  calls  for  over  fifty  per.  cent  increased 
expenditure. 

227  operations  on  in-patients  were  performed. 

(2)  — Public. — Isolation  Hospital. — Under  treatment  on  January  1st,  1937.  One 
Observation  Case  (staff).  Admitted  during  the  year — 28  cases  ; 11  Scarlet  Fever  ; 7 Diph- 
theria ; 1 Larvngeal  Tuberculosis  ; 1 Acute  Poliomyelitis  ; and  8 observation  cases.  These 
last  included  6 persons  housed  during  disinfestation  of  their  dwellings.  1 case  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  housed  pending  removal  to  Harnwood.

The  receptacles  for  garbage  in  use  all  over  the  town  vary  widely,  and  some  are  unsuit- 
able and  inadequate.  Your  Council  could  well  give  a lead  here  by  themselves  providing 
standard  type  sanitary  bins  for  the  tenants  of  their  own  houses.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

No  new  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

1.  — Water  pumped  from  wells  during  year  ended  31st  December,  1937, 

105,732,000  gallons.

3.  — Total  population  supplied  approximately  9,000. 

The  supply  from  the  Borough  Water  Works  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  supply  was  nol  controlled  by  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year,  nor 
were  any  chemical  analyses  made. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  main  sewerage  works  have  been  from  time  to  time  somewhat  fouled  by  ammoniacal 
liquoi'  from  the  iMunicipal  Gas  Works.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  abate  this  nuisance  by 
more  efficient  control  of  dilution. 

The  Breachfleld  Sewage  Works  now  receive  an  increasing  volume  of  sewage  from  the 
Ccnmcil’s  new  liousing  estate  and  will  require  extension  and  modernisation  before  long. 

Closet  Accomodation.  Three  old  houses,  one  in  Brickley  Lane  and  two  on  the 
Nursteed  Road  were  connected  to  sewer  during  year. 

There  are  undei'  20  houses  still  in  the  Borough  which  have  privy  vaults  or  earth 
closets.  These  together  with  iVIessrs.  Chivers  & Go’s  Saw  Mills  should  be  drained  and 
sewered.

Number  of  Houses  built  by  Local  Authority  30  ; 26  3 bedroomed  houses,  of  which 
16  were  allocated  to  re-house  persons  displaced  by  second  demolition  programme.  Also  4 
bungalows,  (2  pairs)  for  aged  persons.  Plans  were  got  out  to  build  48  houses,  as  below. 
30  standard  3 bedroom  houses  for  use  under  1930  Act.  3rd  Programme  to  replace  44  unfit 
dwellings. 

12  4 bedroom  houses,  and  6 with  adjustable  accomodation  to  house  families  from  18 
overcrowded  houses  under  the  overcrowding  sections  of  the  1935  Housing  Act. 

Work  was  commenced  on  these  in  October,  1937,  to  be  completed  in  six  months. 

(None  were  completed  by  March  31st,  1938). 

The  completion  of  the  above  programme  will  not  rid  the  Borough  of  all  its  unfit 
houses.  There  will  remain  a number  of  dwellings  far  from  being  “ in  all  respects  reasonably 
tit  for  human  habitation.’'  It  will  be  my  duty  to  bring  these  to  your  notice  in  due  course. 

A verv  real  demand  exists  for  modern  dwellings  at  a rental  of  10/-  including  rates, 
or  a little  less,  i.e.  an  economic  rental  but  no  more. 

The  demand  is  not  being  met  by  private  industry.  Houseroom  of  any  kiiid  however 
unsatisfactory  is  snapped  up  at  once.  The  onus  of  meeting  this  need  falls  therefore  on  the 
Local  .Authority  who  should  seriously  set  themselves  to  satisfy  it.

I beg  to  present  my  report  on  the  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1937. 

Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  three  registered  and  two  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  all  of  which  are 
regularly  inspected.  Effort  is  inatle  to  be  present  on  each  occasion  when  slaughtering  takes  place. 
Generally  speaking  the  slaughter-houses  are  maintained  in  good  clean  condition.

Food  Inspection.

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  are  now  14  cowsheds  and  16  wholesale  dairies  on  the  Conncil’s  Register.  Again  I 
am  able  to  report  that  the  conditions  generally  under, which  niilh  is  produced  and  handled  are 
much  improved. 

Retail  Milkshops  and  Dairies,  etc. 

The  number  ot  persons  licensed  to  sell  milk  in  the  Borough  is  now  20.  Of  these  retailers 
1 holds  licenses  to  retail  'rnberculin  Tested  and  Accredited  Milks,  and  one  holds  a license  to  retail 
Pasteurised  Milk.  The  premises  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  the  dairying  utensils 
have  been  found  to  be  clean,  and  the  milk  properly  protected. 

Butchers’  Shops. 

There  are  13  butchers’  shops  in  the  Borough.  The  shops  and  the  rooms  where  meat  is 
prepared  for  sausages,  etc.,  are  periodically  ins(iected  and  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations 
enforced. 

Fried  Fish  Shops. 

There  are  four  fried  hsh  shops  in  the  Borough.  Tiie  shops  and  rooms  where  the  fish  and 
potatoes  are  prepared  are  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  are  generally  found  in  a cleanly 
condition. 

Other  Food  Shops  and  Stores. 

Occasional  visits  are  paid  to  these  premises,  which  are  inspected  for  cleaidiness  and  the 
detection  of  unsound  food. 

Market  Food  Stalls. 

The  meat  and  food  stalls  in  the  Market  Place  are  visited  each  Market  Day  and  the  Public 
Health  (Meat)  Regulations  enforced,  also  observation  kept  for  detection  of  any  unsound  foodstuffs. 

Common  Lodging  House. 

The  King’s  Arms  Lodging  House  is  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  is  always  found  in  a 
very  satisfactory  condition. 

Rat  and  Mice  Destruction. 

Although  a special  drive  against  these  vermin  is  made  during  the  National  Rat  Week 
Campaign  the  same  services  are  available  to  the  public  all  the  year  round.  Where  possible  the 
rats  are  gassed  out  with  Cyanogas,  but  in  other  cases  it  is  necessary  to  use  poison  baits  or  traps. 
Once  again  it  has  been  particularly  noticed  how  the  rat  nuisance  invariably  coincides  with  defective 
drains.

Methods  employed  for  freeing  houses  from  hed  bugs. 

The  pi  eparations  used  have  been  either  “ Cimex”  fumigant  or  Zaldecide  spray.  The  actual 
preparation  used  depending  entirely  on  the  nature  of  the  case  (such  as  the  time  it  has  been 
possible  to  kee)")  rooms  sealed,  and  whether  it  has  been  possible  to  seal  the  rooms  satisfactorily). 
No  bedding  has  been  treated  in  the  steam  disinfector.  Results  have  been  entirely  satisfactory  with 
either  preiiaration. 

Methods  employed  for  eusiiriug  that  the  belongings  of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin 
before  removal  to  Council  houses. 

in  all  cases  wheie  the  existence  of  vermin  has  been  known  the  fui  nitme  and  belongings  of 
tenants  have  been  fumigated  with  “Cimex”  in  the  old  houses  immediately  prior  to  removal.  The 
premises  have  been  ke|)t  under  fumigation  for  10  to  12  hours  and  the  tenants  have  arranged  for 
removal  of  their  belongings  in  the  eveuiug.  Badly  infested  articles  have  generally  been  destroyed, 
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with  the  tenants  permission.  The  Corporation  have  undertaken  to  loan  skeleton  sets  of  furniture 
(table  and  chairs)  for  use  in  the  new  houses  whilst  fumi.t;ation  has  been  taking  place,  but  this  has 
not  been  used  as  the  tenants  have  made  their  own  arrangements. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Other  Vermin. 

Disinfestations  have  been  carried  out  in  several  cases  for  the  eradication  of  fleas.  In  two 
instances  (one  case  a family  and  the  other  case  a woman)  it  has  been  necessary  to  accomodate 
persons  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  treat  them  whilst  the  hotises  have  been  undergoing  disinfesta- 
tion work  for  fleas. 

Factories,  Workshops  and  Bakehouses. 

There  are  18  factories  and  43  workshops,  including  the  10  bakehouses  on  the  Council’s 
Register. 

The  tactories  and  workshops  have  been  inspected  and  notices  given  where  necessary  for 
cleansing  and  repairs. 

The  bakehouses  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  usually  found  in  clean  condition.  Notices 
have  been  given  where  necessary  for  cleansing  and  minor  repairs.  No  formal  action  has  been 
necessary. 

Closet  Accomodation. 

In  three  cases  the  use  of  cesspool  drainage  has  been  dispensed  with,  and  connections  have 
been  made  to  the  general  sewerage  system. 

Shops  Act. 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  the  shops  in  the  Borough  and  the  provisions  of  the  Shops 
Act  1934  found  to  be  complied  with  as  far  as  the  sanitary  and  health  provisions  relate.  No  formal 
action  has  been  taken  under  this  Act.
